PURPOSETo accurately transmit a high 
speed FAX signal with a high efficiency by 
decoding once a nnodulated signal such as the 
FAX signal into a digital signal and sending the 
signal to a digital line. 
CONSTITUTION:A transmission side Is 
provided with an A/D converter 7, a FAX signal 
detector 8, a transmission signal processor 9 
acting line a coder or a demodulator by an 
instmction and an instruction memory 10. 
Further, the reception side is provided with a 
voice signal detector 12 detecting a voice 
signal from a received serial signal, a 
reception signal processing processor 13 
acting line a decoder or a modulator by an 
instruction, an instruction memory 14 and a 
D/A converter 15. In using the processing 
blocks and compressing a voice signal on a 
digital line for the transmission, each 
instruction memory of transmission/reception 
is controlled by the FAX and voice signal 
detector, the transmission signal processing 
processor Is acted like the coder and the 
reception signal processing processor is acted 
like a decoder, and in sending the FAX signal 
on the digital line, the transmission signal 
processing processor is acted like a 
demodulator and the reception signal 
processing processor is acted tike a modulator 
by the similar control to the case with the voice 
signal. 
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
